COMETS. 


The Celestial Woods Getting Fall of 
Them — Another Found Yesterday — 
Conjectures. 

Prevrs, N. Y., Oct. 9.—Prof. Brooks, of 
the Red House Observatory, detected great 
changes In the head of the comet this morn- 
ing since his observations of yesterday. The 
nucleus was greatly elongated and clearly 
split into two unequal parts. A small 
crescent-shaped envelope was also being 
thrown off in front of the head. 

Rocnesten, N. I.. Oct. 11.—The separa- 
tion of the nucleus of Crul’s comet into three 
parts was again seen this morning by H. C. 
Maine, of this city.. This observation bears 
out the theory that the fragments revolve 
about a common centre of gravity, alternate- 
ly closing and separating. A separation was 
seen by Mr. Maine on Sept. 30. By Oct. 2the 
parts had nearly closed up. On the Sth Mr. 
Barnard saw a second separation. Again 
the parts were partially closed together. On

Conference of Distillers at Cincinnati to 
inquire into the Depressed State of the 
Market. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
CINCINNATI, O., Oct. 11.—A conference of 
distillers was held in the Burnet House this 
afternoon. About twenty were present, 
including representatives from all the distil- 
lery firms in and about Cincinnati. Messrs. 

Adolph Woolner and John Francis, of Pe- 

oria, and II. B. Miller, or Riverton, III., 

were also present. These gentlemen came 

here to inquire into the depressed state of 
the Cincinnati market, and see what could 
be done to remedy the matter. With corn 
over 70 cents, and all the houses in the West- 
em Export Association running only 
4 per cent capacity, the market 
price for whisky has been as low 
as 81.15 and not higher than $1.16. It was 
generally conceded that the price should be 
held at $1.17 at the present rate ot produc- 
tion. The cause of the depression was ex- 
plained by the fact that 2,600 barrels of high- 
wines made in various “distilleries that sell 
here have been thrown on the market during 
the past month. This, however, cleans up 
all old stock, and it was determined to 
make the price $1.17. Mr. H. B. Miller, 
otherwise Buffalo“ Miller, the active prin- 
cipie of the Western Export Association, will 
in a week take up his residence in thiscity to 
attend to the details of the Export Associa- 
tion. There is some talk of exporting to 

South America what surplus production 

there may bein the form of alcohol. If it 

should become necesary to relieve the mar- 
ket in this manner, the distillers producing 
the alcoho! will have any loss incurred made

THE CONTINGENT FUND. 

‘The Senate ordered a number of investiga- 
tions te be hela during the recess, ineluding 
inquiries into the labor strikes, the Menha- 
den fisheries, and ship-building.

CHICAGO DRESSED BEEF. 

The plan of some Chicago wholesale meat 
firms to bring dressed beef to this city is 
working a revolution in the meat trade, and 
is exciting the lively opposition of the local 
butchers, who have been eharging in many 
instances 33 per cent more for the best cuts 
of beef than the price at which the Chicago 
firm now offers to sell them. Beef which was 
selling a short time since at 35 cents is now 
in some cases offered at 20. In two 
weeks the rate has so much in- 
creased that six car-loads of 20,000 pounds 
were sold in this market, hearly one-third of 
it in this eity. The local butchers, in at- 
tempting to perpetuate this monopoly, have 
endeavored to bulidoze or boycott the deal- 
ers who are wilimg to sell this Western beef, 
and today some fifteen market-men were 
brought before the Police Court on the com- 
plaint that they were selling Western beef 
without a license. The ¢ases were all dis- 
missed beeause Judge Snell, the. Police Mag- 
istrate, decided that the Government had not 
made out a case or it did not 
prove Lhe sale of the meat 
that was charged to have been bought. 
The prosecution maintained that the Su- 
preme Court had decided that it was only 
necessary to prove the buying. Judge Snell 
dismissed the cases, say! that he thought 
the defendants had the right to do what 
they did under the law, and that, if Congress 
wanted to prevent it, a different aw would 
have to be passed. The Police Magistrate 
thus far is on the side of cheap beef. 

JOHN GUITEAU 
has been eausing some excitement about the 
Army Medical Museum by his persistent in- 
quiries as to the location and coudition of his 
brother’s body. He has been told by the 
medical authorities at the museum that the 
body in the Bhape in which 
it was after it was embalmed the day after 
the inquest, but there is the most excellent 
reason for believing that this statement is 
absolutely untrue.

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IRON-SHIP BUILDING. | 


Eastern Builders Perplexed by an 
Apparent Decline in the 
Business. 


The Duty on Shbip-Iron—Mr. Roach 
Before the Tariff Commis- 
sion. 


Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune. 
New York, Oct. 7.—Mr. John Roach, the 


.great iron-ship builder, appeared before the 


Tariff Commission today in behalf of protec- 
tion to the iron industy and tiron-ship build- 
ing. There are some circumstances conneet- 
ed with Mr. Roach’s appearance before the 
Tariff Commission that will not appear in the 
proceedings of that body, and they will prob- 
ably be of interest to that large body of 
Western men interested in vessel-owning 
and vessel-building on the Great Lakes. 

Last year Mr. Roach was compelled to 
withdraw the three iron sieamers he was 
running in the trade between New York City 
and various ports of Brazil, because he could 
not get a subsidy from the United States 
Government, and because the intrigues of 
British merchants in Brazil had led to trou- 
ble in obtaining the subvention already 
granted by that Empire. He sold his ships 
at a good price to the Pacific Mai!) Company, 
but he was greatly discouraged by the fail- 
ure of his line. For Mr. Roach is an amdi- 
tious man, and would be glad to go into his- 
tory as the founder of some great steamship 
line, like the Cunard or the Inman, that will 
live long after him and hand down his name 
to other generations. Simultaneously with 
the necessity which he foresaw for with- 
drawing the line there happened to bea 
great dearth of orders for iron ships to build. 
In order to keep his yard busy Mr. Roach 
originated 

THE IRON STEAMBOAT SCHEME 
which proved so great a success in the sum- 
mers of 1881 and 1882. The plan was to build 
from ten to fifteen side-wheel iron excursion- 
boats, to run from New York in the bot sum- 
mer days to Coney Island, Long Branch, 
Rockaway, and other ocean-beaches to carry 
the throngs of people seeking a day’s relief 
from the heat of thecity. “Uncle” Rufus 
Hatch was invoked to father the scheme, 
and the company was duly incorporated 
and the keels of the boats laid in the yards of 
Roach, Cramp, and the Hanlon & Holiings- 
worth Company, all on the Delaware River. 
As soon as the enterprise was well under 
way Mr. Roach withdrew his Brazilian 
steamers and turned them over to the Pacific 
Mail. The iron steamboats, it may be re- 
marked, were very successful, and the 
building of them made the new tonnage of 
the year very large. 

When fall came and the iron steamboats 
had been completed, Mr. Roach was at a loss 
how to keep bis yard busy. The same was 
true of all the Delaware River builders. It 
must be remembered that iron-ship building 
has been carried on, 80 far, on this coast, 
almost exclusively for the coasting trade. 
The very few vessels built to run to South 
Auierican and to China, and the four to 
to Liverpool, have been so small an item fp 
the business that they might almost be ig- 
pored. Except for the orders for iron steam- 
ers for the coasting trade, there would prob- 
ably have never been any iron-ship building 
on this coast, except a little for the United 
States navy. Nine-tenths of ail the work 
done by h. Cramp, Dialogue, Newfie, 
& Levy, Pusey & Jones, and Hanlon & Hol- 
lingworth, has been in the way of replacing 
the once large fieet of old-fashioned side- 
wheel wooden coasting steamers with iron 
ge ys The bave ail done a very 
flourishing business in that line since 1865 up 
to about a yearago. It was their main stay. 
But now we have come to a point where 
there are 
VERY FEW MORE COASTING STEAMERS TO 

BUILD, 

at least for any existing trade. All the old 
wooden boats have worn themselves out, and 
tneir places bave all been filled with ‘iron 
propellers. For ten or twenty years to come 
new iron boats will only be required for lines 
whose traftic is growing. Unfortunately, the 
coasting trade in steam vessels is not growing 
at all. If it were only constantly growing, 
there might be many more steamers to build. 
But it is not. It is entirely stationary. The 
railroads on shore are limiting its expansion. 
Unly now and then, for t ty years to 
come, will a new iron steamer be wanted for 
the freight-traffic of this coast. A few will 
be required on the Pacitic coast. but their 
number is necessarily limited. No one is or- 
der iron steamers for the foreign trade. 
In ** of much * persuasion, no one 
can be induced to order the building of iron 
sail vessels. The consequence is, that the 
iron-ship builders have been in a state of se- 
rious perplexity for more than a year past. 
They do not know what todo. The con- 
struction of iron side-wheel steamboats for 
service on the Hudson River and Long Is!l- 
and Sound, of tugs for harbor-use, and of 
pleasure-yachts, is about the only thing in 
view at present. But the amount of that 
work is very small. It would keep only a 
few of the smaller yards busy. It would not 
employ the immense capital invested in the 
see of the Cramps in Philadelphia, of Mr.

Hollingsworth Company at Wilmington, Del. 
There is about $2,000,000 invested in each 
one of those three yards. 

SO SERIOUS WAS THE OUTLOOK 
for the iron-ship builders last spring that Mr. 
Roach ihe gr age said iy conversation that 
he feared the grass Would be growing in 
his shipyard within three years’ time. 
Whenever ple applied to him for work 
he advised m to seek other vocations. He 
was so convinced that there was noth 
ahead for the buiiders that he contem — 
at one time going to France and start 

ard there, to take advantageof the new 

unty law of that country. He sent a trusty 
agent to Paris to investigate, with this ob- 
ject in view. it would have been a strange 
continent on the difficulties our builders have 
to contend with under our laws as they now 
stand if the principal one among them 
should have removed his ¢stablishment to 
France in order to keep his capital em- 
ployed, That Mr. Roach actually contem- 
plated this there is now nodoubt. Beforehe 
could reach a decision, however, a circum- 
stance occurred which chan his mind. 
The Brazilian authorities at Rio de Janeiro 
made overtures to him to revive his line to 
that country; and, with the hope of getting a 
subsidy from our own Government, r. 
Roach has accepted, and has now thrown 
his whole heart into that enterprise again. 
The present month he lays the keels of 
one or two, and to build three 
new steamers of large size to 
direct trade with Brazil. So that h 
newed interest in the subject of legislation in 
behalf of shipping, and the line of argument 
he adopts, mean simply a new application to 
Congress for a subsidy next winter. He 
prefers to look for relief for our shipping in- 
terest in that direction, instead of looking to 
acertain other plan which would bring re- 
lief much quicker.

But the facts above recited 
will tend to prevent the change from taking 
place as rapidly as it might, 

The reason why the iron manufacturers do 
not wish to have ship-iron imported free of 
duty is, that ship-iron is not a raw material 
in the ordinary sense Of the word. It really 
is the finished produtt of highly-skilled 
labor. The current price is now three and 
one-half cents a pound. About ong-half a 
cent of that represents the cost of material, 
and three cents represents labor and profit. 
When the shipbuilder buys it, he adds two 
and one-half cents per pound of labor and 
profit, and the result is finished ship. He 
actually puts less labor into the assembling 
of the materials together to wake the ship 
than che manufacturer does into making the 
iron. The hostility of the iroumakers ta the 
repeal of the duty on Ship-iron is intense: 
and the result is, that Mr. Roach and bis 
neighbors on the Delaware River feel com- 
pelle to remain silent on the subject of the 
tariff, in order not to lose the support of the 
iron interest in fighting free ships. It leaves 
the iron-ship bullding interest of this coast. 
however, in an extremely perplexing and 
critical condition. Perhaps the chance of 
grass growing in some of the yards is not so 
improbable as might at first appear.

as many omens as the ancient Romans, some 
of these being connected with birds, some- 
what like the Roman auguries. For in- 
stance, if a forest bird takes refuge indoors, 
as sometimes happens in a great storm, 
negroes look upon this as a certain an- 
nouncement that death will soon visit some 
member of the household. I remember one 
day seeing a bird fly through a window that 
had been left open toair the room, during a 
very severe winter, in my childhood. An 
awe-stricken expression fell on the face of 
my sable “mammy,” who was present. She 
shook her head and looked gloomily around, 
and, by a strange coincidence, not a month 
elapsed before a death occurred in our 
household, though, of course, it might have 
happened, and has happened a thousand 
times, that forest birds have taken refuge 
indoors without any such result following. 

We note only the rare chance fulfiliment 

and not the frequent failure of the omen. A 

young Southern lady visiting a Northern 

city one spring remarked to her hostess one 
day on the occasion of a wild bird flying into 
her room during a storm, “That would 
throw negroes in the South into consterna- 
tion. They always look on a bird as a mes- 
sender of death under such circumstances.” 

Before Was over the young lady, 
by a coincidence, received intelligence of the 
death of her father’s sister. 

Negroes also take it as a sign of death if 
the whip-poor-will “ comes into the porch 
and utters his note. A great many of them 
seem to hold doves sacred, and to consider it 
sinful to shoot them, probably because the 
Holy Spirit manifested itself as a dove at the 
baptism of our Lord.

They have many signs and superstitions 
connected with corpses and funerals. Noth- 
ing would induce one of them to sweep de- 
neath a bed on which a corpse was laid. If 
a grave proves too short they always look 
on that as a sign that another member of the 
family will soon die. Their morbid love of 
seeing corpses and attending funerals is a 
very marked characteristic with them. 

Their movements are very much regulated 
7 the moon, like the tide. For instance, in 
planting vegetables, killing hogs, making 
soap, and various other operations, they are 
careful to select atime when the moon is 
supposed to be favorable. Irish potatoes are 
always planted by them “on the dark of the 
moon.“ as they call it, and hog-killing is also 
done under similar auspices. 

Negroes are very prone to having visions, 
and nearly all of them profess to be favored 
with these while they are being converted—a 
process consisting of two stages: First, the 
anxious state called, “seeking,” and, sec- 
ondly, the jubilant state, cal “coming 
through,” when the religious aspirant is im- 
mersed avows a conviction of hav 
had all his sins washed over the mill dam.

Tux Republicans of Ohio were getting on 
comfortably and prosperously. They had en- 
tirely recovered from their great defeat of 
1877 when Bishop (Democrat) beat West 
(Republican) fur Governor by 22,520. Last 
year they carried the State for Governor 
over the Democrats by 24,300 majority and 
the Legislature by two-thirds majority, 
while by the election of 1880 they had secured 
fifteen of the twenty members of Congress. 
But they wouldn't let well enough alone. 

Uke the zealotis geutleman of 
it wasrecorded—on a tombstoue, by 
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now the Republicans in the Legislature 


came to put themselves under the thumd of 
this moral St. Smith and his assistant saints 
in Cincinnati and elsewhere. But they did 
it, They are now enjoying the consequences. 
They put the Blue Laws in their plat- 
form, and they got a dose of blue 
mass Tuesday, which it is hoped 
will purify their systems and warn 
them against a repetition of the error. The 
very men who beguiled the party into this 
experiment deserted it, as they always do, 
on election-day. They either staid away 
from the polis or voted the straight teetotal 
ticket to the number of 2,000 or 30,000, 
The orthodox Demoerats, of course, voted 
the straight Democratic ticket, but the or- 
thodox Republicans were too good and pure 
to do anything but bolt or stay at home and 
turn the State over to the Democrats. 

Ix the conflict at Evansville, Ind., yester- 
day morning between an organized mob of 
lynchers and the officers of the law the lat- 
ter interposed a brave and stubborn resist- 
ance, and deserved to succeed. So intent 
were the lynchers upon taking the law into 
their own hands that they regarded the law- 
officers as their deadly enemies, and treated 
them accordingly. They easily overpowered 
the small force guarding the jail, and gained 
possession of the murderer, whose death 
they had decreed. In their great hurry to 
dispatch him they first knocked him sense- 
less by a blow with a sledgehammer on the 
head and then riddled his body with bullets, 


one of the lynchers was accidentally killed 
by one of his friends. ‘The Sheriff, Chief 
of Police, and other officers who undertook 
to stem the tide of lawlesness are entitled to 
credit for their courage and zeal in the face 
of discouraging odds in numbers. 


Tur Germans are disposed to regard the 
Democratic victory in Ohio as a popular pro- 
test against the prohibition craze, The New 
York Staats-Zeitung speaks of it as The 
most severe blow the temperance element 
has ever received,” and thinks the moral 
effect will certainly be felt in the November 
elections.“ The [Uinvis Staats-Zeitung (Chi- 
cago) treats the result in much the same 
way, says “it will have its influence far be- 
yond the boundaries of the State,“ and thinks 
it will teach the politicians to be more pru- 
dent and cautious On this question. There is 
no doubt that the Germans in Ohio acted 
and voted much as they would have done if 
prohibition had been directly in issue and 
the Republicans fully committed to it. They 
seem to think that “regulation” of the 
liquor traffic is a step in the direction 
of prohibimon. It was the Sunday-closing 
“issue which made this impression upon the 
campaign. That amounted to prohibition as 
far as Sunday goes. Moreover, the Success 
of the Prohibitionists in lowa and the agita- 
tion of the same question in other States 
served to bring the Ohio issue under the 
same general estimate. Asa matter of fact, 
however, uniform taxation and regulahon, 
separated from the Sunday question, will 
constitute the surest safeguard against pro- 
hibition. It is essentially the German sys- 
tem, and commends itself to the shrewd Ger- 
man sense of public economy and public or- 
der, if it could be considered apart from the 
excesses of the prohibition movement. 


At the opening of the campaign in Ohio 
it seemed as if the result would turn, as in 
Indiana in October, 1889, on the tariff ques- 
tion. The current set rapidly against the 
Democrats because it began to be believed 
that the success of that party would disturb 
the existing industrial arrangements of the 
country, for which the Kepublicans claimed 
the credit. But the prospect that so sensible 
an issue might be made the leading topic of 
the canvass faded out before the question of 
free drink. Subjects of fiscal and industrial 
policy, even though of National importance, 
could not hold the attention of the Demo- 
cratic and independent masses of Ohio after 
they saw that To drink or not to drink” 
was to be settled by a vote. The resultshows 
that a large part of the population of Ohio 
have an ineradicable fondness for cocktails, 
schnits, cobblers, and other agencies of ine- 
briation. To save the “manufacture and 
sale” of their morning bitters, and the noon 
appetizer, and their finai snoozer they were 
willing to go back upon the political history 
of twenty odd years, and even to run the risk 
of reversing the Administration of the Gen- 
eral Government. Practical experience in 
Maine and Kansas shows that prohibition al- 
most always makes it necessary for a man 
who wants a drink to use side-doors instead 
of front-doors and to sit in retired rooms in- 
stead of public ones. This was not the 
“Ohio idea“ of how a free and independent 
citizen ought to take his tarantula juice, and 
so sixteen Democratic Congressmen will sit 
in the next Congress and yote for untaxed 
whisky and State rights, and all the other 
absurdities with which the Democratic party 
of Ohio has connected itself.

McGarigle is the present City Superintend- 
ent of Police. He enjoys no distinction ex- 
cept that of being the Superintendent of the 
worst police force in the United-States, un- 
less it is that of being the candidate of the 
gamblers of Chicago without distinction of 
race or color, Under his Superintendency 
the police force of Chicago, with some note- 
worthy exceptions, has become undisciplined, 
slouchy, and dirty. The policemen freauent 
saloons in the daytime in full uniform: loaf 
about the street corners; and do anything but 
attend to the duties for which they were ap- 
pointed.

THE POPULAR PROTEST IN OHIO. 

The Republican party in Ohio have had a 
popular majority, sometimes small and at 
other times large, at every election, with per- 
haps two exceptions, for twenty-five years. 
In 1881 that majority was %,000, In 1882 
there was a very large majority of the State 
Legislature Republican. At the meeting of 
this Legislature the “overgood” people 
proposed two acts—one to provide a tax on 
saloons, there being no license fee in Ohio, 
and the other act to establish and enforce a 
rigid Sabbath law, closing all places where 
beer, wine, or other beverages were bought, 
and all places wlieresuch things may be sold, 
on Sunday. The first of these acts was 
speedily declared to be unconstitutional by 
the Supreme Court of Ohio, and therefore 
ceased to go Inte force. “The other act re- 
mained in operation, and the attempt to en- 
force it called forth from the people of Ohio 
the overwhelming protest of Tuesday last. 

The proposition to regulate the sale of 
liquor by liberal taxation in the form ofa 
license fee, standing alone, would have pro- 
voked no general hostility, Now the sale of 
liquor is unlimited and free to all; then 
under the restraints.of the license law its 
sale would be in the hands of responsible 
persons, the number of saloons would be 
reduced, and each community would be re- 
lieved of much of its local taxation because 
of the revenue, In Ohio, as in Michigan, 
defenders and advocates of high license 
would be found among those enjoying the 
monopoly of the trade. 

But irrational and fanatical zealots thought 
they had the opportunity to improve upon 
the old order of things. The unrestrained 
sale of liquor suggested a proper remedy by 
a license law; but this did not satisfy the 
men who claimed to be the special cham- 
pions of the Lord, They insisted not only 
upon a compulsory observance of Sunday, 
but also proposed to establish in Cincinnati 
a Sabbath law far exceeding in severity any- 
thing now in existence in any country on 
earth. 

The religious observance of Sunday is not 
compulsory in any Christian land. in Scot- 
land, or England, or in Holland, the parents 
of what is left of our Puritanism, the use of 
spirituous liquors on Sunday is not prohib- 
ited by any law. In England and Scotland 
and in the States of Europe the consumption 
of intoxicating liquors on Sunday is far 
greater than on any other day of the week. 
In the City of Geneva, under the shadow of 
Jolin Calvin’s church, strong drinks are not 
only sold, butconsumed, on Sundays as freely 
as on other days. Against the Smith 
or any other law proposing a com- 
pulsory _religious ebservance of Sunday, 
closing all places where the masses of 
the people may meet on Sunday and sociably 
enjey the day of restfrom labor, the people 
of Ohio have entered a solemn but earnest 
protest. Ut was a tyrangical law; it was a 
law asserting a rightful authority to compel 
any citizen to observe religiously Sunday or 
any day of the week. The greatest pro- 
tection the Christian Sunday has Is the tolera- 
tion which leaves its observance free and 
optional. The greatest danger with which it 
is threatened is the effort to make its observ- 
ance compulsory. 

The great body of the Christian people, 
while holding the Sunday in reverence and 
cherishing it ag a most essential regulation as 
a day of physical and mental rest, and ac- 
cepting it as a proper religious festival for 
public worship, deny that it is of divine 
origin and command. They deny that it is 
in any sense the Sabbath known to the Jews, 
and claim that, while a proper day for gen- 
eral worship, itis also a day for physical 
and mental récreation of the most beneficial 
character; they also claim that, while the 
law may justly and wisely protect those en- 
gaged in religious observances from all dis- 
turbance and from all unseemly prac- 
tices unlawful on any day, the State 
has po authority to restrain or pro- 
hibit apy practice. business, or enjoy- 
ment on Sunday which may be lawful on 
any other day. Thus in many countries by 
cgmmon consent the forenoons of Sunday 
are left exclusively to those who voluntarily 
attend religions exercises; the Sunday for 
the rest of the day is given to those who find in 
it an opportunity for lawful pleasures which 
their business occupations deny them during 
the rest of the week. This is the rational 
and common-sense View of the question taken 
by a majority of people entertaining all 
kinds of opinions on religious matters. It is 
tolerant and tespectful; it violates no Chris 
tian or other precept; it secures the largest 
liberty to all ‘consistent with the just and 
lawful rights of all, 

The Legislature of Ohio undertook to over 
turn this wise and tolerant law. Under the 
lead of a fanatical minister of the Gospel, 
who had obtained membership in the Legis- 
lature, it enacted a law converting the Chris- 
tian Sunday into the Jewish Sabbath as it 
was enforced in the Maccabean age. That 
Sabbath, afterwards attempted by the Puri- 
tans, has been left far behind ia the civiliza- 
tion of mankind and In the advancement of 
Christianity... The attempt by the Legisla- 
ture of Ohio to revive this repudiated barbar- 
ism was met by the people of Onio with a 
resolute protest, Thousands of Republicans 
avoided the polls, unwilling to vote against 
their party and unwilling to recognize any 
such policy. It was rejected by the people 
of all classes; by Americans, Germans, Irish. 
and by people of all nativities. It was re- 
pudiated by Protestants and Catholics, by 
Christians, Jews, and Infidels. It was re- 
pudiated in Ohio by the people of Ohio as it 
should be in all other States wherever it may 
be suggested or proposed,

As THE prohibition question is now special- 
ly engaging public attention in this country, 
and its political disasters have been specially 
emphasized in the Ohio election, it is well to

A LESSON FROM MR. COONLEY’S LIFE. 

No catastrophe so enchains the public at- 
tention as the sudden death of a successful 
man in the full tide of success. Few men 
are successful, and when the record of such 
a one is laid open by the hand of death it is 
searched by myriads of eyes eage® to dis- 
cover its secrets. As this fierce light shines 
upon the life of the late John C. Coonley, of 
this city, it brings out one feature in vivid 
outlines. His was a success that was not at- 
tained atthe expense of any other man. He 
did not build himself Gp by pulling others 
down or pushing them aside. A fortune 
was created, not abstracted from the wealth 
of his fellows, 

In these days of short cuts to fortune 
through the abuse of public and private 
trusts such an instance of success through 
integrity deserves to be emblazoned for the 
contemplation of all men. When Mr. Coon- 
ley came to Chicago he modestly planted a 
new industry on the prairie at the outskirts 
of the city. When he died his manufactory 
had become the largest of its kind in the coun- 
try, and no citizen stood higher in the pub- 
lic regard than he. This advance from the 
circumference to the centre was unsullied 
by any of the predatory financing now so 
popular. His processes were the constructive 
ones of industry, not the destructive ones of 
spoliation. 

Ile had brains and capital, and he would 
have found himself in fashionable society 
if he had devoted them to the manufacture 
of oleomargarine and glucose; but he pre- 
ferred the manufacture of real things to 
that of bastard sugar and spurious butter, 
His enterprises were corporate, but he did 
not find it necessary to be a corporation- 
wrecker, like the Chairman of the Repub- 
lican State Committee of New York. He 
paid divideuds, but he did not take them, as 
Jay Gould does, out of the wages of his la- 
borers. He purchased millions of dollars’ 
worth of various things in the courseof a 
year, but he never bought anti-monopolists 
Fand politicians, as Mr. Vanderbilt shame- 
lesly tella us is his practice. 

It is sadly true, as was sald by the cler- 
gyman who laid Mr. Coonley’s remains in 
the grave, that Chicago could ill afford to 
lose such aman. Our young men are learn- 
ing from the exampies of too many men of 
business that the great aim of life is to go to 
bed richer than when they got up. They see 
millionaires adding to their fortunes by the 
manufacture of adulterations of the food of 
the people. They hear great railroad kings, 
who have amassed hundreds of millions by 
the use of the public’s franchises, say, as 
Mr. Vanderbilt said the other day in Chi- 

: “The publi: be damned!” While 
such men are setting such examples it is an 
irreparable loss to have a citizen taken away 
who was achieving wealth and reputation 
without the sacrifice of his manhood or the 
virtue he learned to love at his mother’s 
knee. The best that we can save from the 
disaster of his taking-off is to teach the les- 
son of his life to the youth who are to make 
and spend the fortunes of the coming gen- 
eration. ) 

A DEMOCRATIC CONGRESS. 

The outcome of the Ohio election makes it 
pretty certain that the next Congress will be 
Democratic. The Ohio delegation in the 
present Congress consists of fifteen Repub- 
licans and five Democrats; the proportions 
will be very nearly reversed in the next Con- 
gress. There has been no contest over Na- 
tlonal issues which would account for this 
chauge. The work of redistricting the State 
under the pew apportionment was in the 
hands of a Kepublican Legislature, and 
there has been no sacrifice of former party 
advantage in this respect. It has simply 
been demonstrated that a party which suc- 
cumbs to serious local disturbances cannot 
hope at the same time to retain its full pre- 
portion ot Congressional representation. The 
Republicans: in Ohio were beaten on the 
Sunday liquor question, and the de- 
fection which wiped out a majority 
of 25,000 in the State swept away 
several Republican Congressmen. The same 
question in a somewhat different form is 
dikely to lead to Republican defeat in In- 
diana, and Congressional losses in that State 
will be an unavoidable incident of sucha 
result In New York and Pennsylvania 
there are local dissensions of a different but 
not less bittet nature. In Pennsylvania there 
are two Republican State tickets and in New 
York a formidable popular protest against 
the Administration ticket which has been 
put in the field. The loss of these States to 
the Republicans will carry with it a loss of 
some of the Congressional! districts which are 
now represented by Republicans, It is im- 
possible for a party to fight out internal dis- 
sensions ina year when Congressmen are 
to be elected without risking Congressional 
loss. 

If the country must look forward to a 
Democratic Congress during the two years 
preceding the next Presidential election, 
the prospect suggests several interesting con- 
ditions, The Democrats will be in a position 
to make party capital for the National con- 
test or to prepare the way for another party 
funeral. They will be intrusted with deter- 
mining the method for counting the Presi- 
dential vote, and also with the actual count 
of the vote.in 1884, They will have the power 
to shape National legislation, and will be- 
come responsible for the laws, the appropria- 
tions, and all measures of Government out- 
side the mere execution of Congressional 
directions. It will be for them to decide 
whether any sincere and practical efforts at 
reforming the civil service shall be inaugu- 
rated, It will be within their power to cor 
rect all the abuses which they are in the 
habit of enlarging upon in their newspapers 
and on the stump. They may do much to 
Kain popular confidence, or they may eon- 
duct themselves in such manner as to warn 
the people it will not be safe to trust the Gov- 
ernment in their hands. 

What course is a Democratic Congress 
lik ely to take ? 

Judging from past experience it is safe to 
predict that Democratic control of Congress 
will be merely a partisan exhibition of greed, 
and malice. and indecision. If the Demo- 
crats shall sueceed in electing a majority of 
Congressmen this year they will be under 
the control of the old leaders. Frank Hurd 
will be there, but he will meet Sam Randall 
as he did before. Some liberal men may be 
elected from the Northern States, but they 
will be overwhelmed by the solid Bourbon 
delegation from the South. The temptation 
of possible partisan advantage will impede

Not a single Republican will be 
admitted to Congress from the South, and 
there will be no word St rebuke for the Bour- 
bon methods of fraud and violence employed 
to control Southern élections. If the 
Democratic majority shall be large enough 
to warrant the attempt, there is little doubt 
that the National election laws will be re- 
pealed altogether. Any sham pretense at a 
reduction of appropriations will be swamped 
by the Southern pressure fer increased Missis- 
sippi allowances, and tie levee scheme 
will be developed on a scale that 
will contemplate an ultimate expenditure 
of hundreds of millions of doliars. Tax re- 
form will begin by the repeal of the whisky 
and tobacco taxes. The Democratic caucus 
last winter committed itself, to that measure, 
and it only needs a Democratic majority to 
carry it out. The surrender of $100,000,000 
ot internal revenue will make it necessary to 
maintain all the extortions and impositions 
of the high-tariff system, and the Democrats 
will play into the hands of the protectionists 
in order to furnish their constituents with 
free whisky and cheap tobacco. Partisan de- 
bate will take up the time which the Demo- 
crate will not dare to devote to serious et- 
forts at legislation, for fear of making some 
mistake. In one word, the two years of 
Democratic control of Congress will be 
merely a repetition of the six years’ experi- 


ence previous to the present Republican:

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PROTEC? THE LABORER. 

Some strong points are made by Mr. Henry 
C. Rew, of this city, in his letter to the Tar- 
iff Commission demanding a tariff on the 
importation of laborers. The Constitution 
guarantees equal protect before the law 
to all persons, and Mr. Rew very neatly ar- 
gues that to restrict the importation of man- 
ufactures for the benefit of the manufactur- 
ers and not to restrict the importation of la- 
bor for the benefit of the laborers is the pro- 
tection of dlasse} and not the protection af 
the masses, 

The National: Government, at the demand 
of the laborers of the Pacific coast, has put 
an end to the immigration of the Chinese, 
who were taking work out of the hands of 
the resident workingmen. Why should not 
the artisans and day-laborers of the Atlantic 
slope as well be relieved from the competi- 
tion which is pouring in free of duty by great 
shiploads ? 

Eighty thousand laborers of New York, in 
a recent address to the Senate Committee 
on Labor and Education, said their utmost 
efforts barely sufficed to keep the wolf from 
the door. If the Government tariff relieves 
their employers from e¢ompetition, why 
should it not do the same for them? Hence, 
as a laborer, Mr. Rew demands on behalf of 
the laboring classes such duties upon the 
importation of labor as will give them the 
same advantages from the system of protec- 
tion that thelr employers have obtained. The 
fact that Mr. Rew’s labers have been crowned 
with a prosperity that is dénied to most day- 
laborers even in his exhausting business does 
not make his argument for the workingmen 
of the country any less powerful. His con- 
clusion that if all classes were protected the 
gains and losses would counterbalance each 
other, and that to save the friction of the sys- 
tem it would soon be abandoned in favor of 
free trade, is entirely correct. What an in- 
dustry gained by plucking its fellows it 
would lose by being plucked by all of them.

XX STEPHENS IDEA. 

During the course of his recent Gubernato- 
rial campaign in Georgia tie Hon. Alexander 
H. Stephens delivered a speech at Macon in 
which he defended himself against the 
charge of disloyalty to the Confederate 
cause, Which was made by some of his polit- 
ical opponents. The principal statement 
made by Mr, Stephens in his defense has 
aroused considerable discussion in the 
Southern newspapers and has brought out 
some facts that are interesting from a histor- 
ical point of view, though they nullify Mr. 
Stephens statement toa large extent. The 
particular defense made by him was that as 
soon as he discovered the danger of a North- 
ern blockade he urged that the cotton crop 
should be shipped to Europe at once. He 
says: My idea was to get the 4,500,000 bales 
of cotten that we then had out and abroad 
before the blockade commenced, by giving 
the planters nine cents per pound in 8 per 
cent bonds, that would have amounted to 
$200,000,000. By shipping it abroad—holding 
it there in Europe at 30 cents per pound 
we would have a capital of at least’ 
$800,000,000. This certainly was a golden 
idea,“ and Mr. Stephens, even to this day, 
is so filled with the “idea” that he thinks 
if it had been adopted the Contederacy 
would never have bad any financial trouble, 
and the issue of the contest might have been 
changed, But, alas for Mr, Stephens and the 
Confederacy, the idea was not adopted. 

In the discussion which has followed this 


statement some very good reasons have been 


shown for the rejection of Mr. Stephens’ 
idea, and letters have been printed from 
Messrs. Memminger and Trenholm, the two 
Secretaries of the Confederate Treasury, 
whieh completely upset Mr. Stephens’ 
idea that the cause of the Confederacy 
was lost because the cotton was not shipped. 
Mr. Memminger states that the Confederate 
Government was organized in February and 
the blockade was instituted in May, which 
would have allowed just three months for the 
Government to get the crop of 1860-’61, which 
in reality amounted to 3,849,000 bales, and 
ship it abroad. To have shipped it 
would have required 3,849 vessels, allowing 
1,000 bales to the vessel. No wonder that 
the writer asks, Where could ‘the vessels 
have been procured in the face of a notifica- 
tion of blockade? But even in case the cot- 
ton could be shipped, how could it have been 
purchased, says Mr. Memminger, when the 
Government at that time had not funds to 
pay for the table on which the Secretary was 
writing; and the first purchases of the Goy- 
ernment made abroad were made on the pri- 
vate draft of the Secretary. There was not to 
be found in the whole Confederacy a sheet 
of bank-note paper on which to print a note.“ 
Bat even had this mechanical difficulty been 
obviated and had the bonds been issued, Mr. 
Memmmser asserts that they would have 
been thrown on the market to meet the neces- 
sities of the planters, aud their value as a 
means of funding the surpluscurrency would 
have been destroyed, which would have 
broken down the Confederate currency with- 
in the first year of its existence. 

Mr. Trenholm's letter is even more em- 
phatic than Mr. Memmunger’s, and disposes 
of the Stephens more completely. 
The only crop of )} available was that 


New England spinners’ 654,000, so that the 
entire crop was beyond its reach before the

was an absolute impossibility. There were 
no vessels in the ports of the Confederacy; 
the last had left before the expiration of the 
sixty days allowed to foreigu tonnage under 
the blockade proclamation.” 
It is unfortunate for Mr. Stephens’ idea 
that the two Secretaries of the Treasury 
were, above all men in the Confederacy, in a 
position to expose its absurdity, so far as it 
related to the salvation of the South. As a 
test of Mr. Stephens’ loyalty to the South, 


though the idea was purely visionary and 


theoretical, it answers well enough perhaps. 
It would, even if carried out, have involved 
no hardship on Mr. Stephens’ part, or any of 
those acts of self-sacrifice which usually at- 
test loyalty, but as Mr. Stephens evidently 
thinks it would have been successful and 
that the Confederate cause was lost by its re- 
jection, it may be set down to his credit.as a 
loyal Confederate for what itis worth, though 
it does not do much credit to his idea of tne 
real cause that led to the downfall of the 
South, Had he looked into the supject 
with the carefulness it deserves he would 
have discovered that the larger popu- 
lation of the North, its immeasurably 
superior resources, its steady, rosistless cour 
exe, the skillot its leaders, and the righteous 
ness of its cause had much more to do with 
the final overthrow than the failure of the 
South to negotiate its cotton in the European 
markets. However all this may be, is it not 
a little singular that at this late day, almest 
twenty years after the close of the War, it 
should be necessary for Mr. Stephens to 
vindicate his loyalty to the Confederacy, or, 
in other words, his disloyalty to the Nation 
during the War, in order to secure his elec- 
tion as Governor of Georgia? Is it true that 
a man who was loyal to the Government in 
the time of its peril is disqualified for office 
in the South ? 
— ' 

A NEw map distributed from the Canadian 
Pacific iand-office at Winnipeg shows that 1,500,- 
000 acres of raiiroad-syndicate lands between 
the boundary of Manitoba and the third princi- 
pal meridian have been sold to the Duke of 
Manchester's company, or reserved by the rail- 
road syndicate itself. Besides this, actual set- 
tlers who went to the jand-office to buy bome- 
steads Monday morning found that between 
Saturday night and that time all the best sec- 
tions adjoining Regina and Moose Java very 
fertile tract—bad been withdrawn from sale 
without the least apparent reason. This land. 
however, bas no doubt fallen into the bands of 
syndicate officials and their friends. Following 
this disappointment came a dispateh trom 
Montreal Monday noon withdrawing from sale 
30,000 acres of syndicate land near Regina. It 
was afterward learued that these sections had 
been sold to the Duke of Manchester and Lord 
Eipbiastone, With the Manchester syndicate, 
they now control every odd-numbered section 
within tne rich wheat-growing section of which 
Regina is the centre, barring afew plots which 
lucky settlers had already secured. The syndi- 
cate had once offered that enormous tract of 
land at $2.50 per acre; but now it is held at higu 
prices, and actual settlers must pay five or six 
times as much, witich of course they cannot do.

SHOPPING IN CALCUTWA. 


Not Respectable Among Natives, Hence 
Curiously Difficult for Foreigners. 
East Indian Mirror. 

It is not customary with Hindu nafions of 
respectability to go shopping. The bazaar is 
the resort of the cauallle. You procure all 
that you want through your factotum, the 
house-sircar. But the baptism of European 
usage has converted the domestic economy 
of the natives, the whee! of respectatility has 
turned, and we have begun to make our own 
purchases. For all that, Chinabazaar and 
Chandney Chowk remain what they were 
a quarter of a century ago, or, if at all 
changed, they are only a shade worse, Every 
one who has been to a European shop knows 
the studious courtesy with which he is treat- 
ed. It is in very exceptional instances that a 
young braggart shop assistant, of’ mixed 
descent, would treat a native customer with 
rudeness. Otherwise the European shop 
world has a fixed code of manners and eti- 
quet, from which no* tradesman of standing 
ever cares to depart. Every one, again, who 
has been to the native bazaar, knows the 
serious discomforts to which he is gubject- 
od. „As soon as your carriage has cleared 
the dlock which is sure to obstruct 
your way on entrance, and ou have 
turned into the lane where e bazaar 
commences in right earnest, you are invaded 
by hosts of lanky, bare-legged, dirty-jack- 
eted, unprosperous beings, whose cries rend 
the atmosphere, whose gesticulations be- 
wilder you. They surround and run along 
side of your vehicle, or, if you are on foot. 
they makearing uround you. One would 
hold a photograph to your eyes, another 
would thrust a bündle of cheroots almost 
into your mouth, another would press a bot- 
tie of perfumery close to your nose, and 
anothef would light a lucifer match under 
yourchin, They howl, accost, insist, gestic- 
ulate, pull, push, jostle, and hustle you into 
any shop. hus many quiet, harm peo- 
ple from the Motussil are worrief® out of 
their wits and made easy victims. : 

On special occasions of unusual press an 
traffic like the Holi or Durgapujah, down- 
right robberies take place in the stfeets in 
broad daylight. Going inside the shop the 
real work of haggiiug and fleecing com- 
mences. Four times the prices Are asked o 
you, bad and damaged articles are sometimes 
attempted to be palmed off upon you, and 
unless you are well experienced and wide 
awake you are suf to be done out of your 
money. Nor is this the worst. Customers 
are abused and ill-treated, Sometimes open 
violence is resorted to. Some classes of 
shopkeepers are more rude and unscrupulous 
than others, and some bazaars have a worse 
reputation than others in this respect. A 
most as a rule shoemakers and vendors of 
shoes, not Chinamen, but Mohammedans, 
are the greatest offenders. Aud the shoe- 
vendors of Chandney Bazaar have a wide- 
spread notoriety. Not to speak of our 
own experiences, ‘we have seen even 
hatted and trousegred people treated 
with scant courtesy. After you have once 
entered the shop you are considered very 


much like the shopkeeper’s property. You | 


must gecept his prices; you must not bar- 
gain; you must not find fault with the ar- 
ticles if you have any fear of ilj-treatment. 
Some people, we mizht say almost every new 
838 who goes to the bagaar for the 


rst time, feels impatient under these cir- | 


cumstances. He utters an angry word or 
protest against the prices, or wants to go 
away. Wien comes the tug of war. He is 
abused, held by ur hand and detained, or, 
if he ventures to resist, he is assaulted, 
sometimes severely. In this reckless and 
lawless course these shoemakers have per- 
sisted so long that their comm Gains as 
come to bold such conduct as a sort of com- 
mercial privilege, a well-known observance, 
a departure from which is likely to be iyjuri- 
ous to trade.- They all combinein asking the 
same prices. They have signs and signals 
how to treata customer. And they always 
tight together.

‘VENOMOUS BEASTS. 


Worse in England than in Tropical 
Countries. 
Pall Mall Gazette. 

There is only one country in the world 
where the present writer is really afraid of 
venomous beasts, and thas one country is En- 
land. Deponent has lived a good deal up 
and down in the tropics and elsewhere; but 
he Knows no other land where one’s life is 
rendered so often wretched by stinging 
things asthe British Isles. Not chat even 
here the venomous creatures enter largely 
into one’s ordinary every-day existence; but 
then elsewhere, in spite of pretudice to the 
contrary, they enter into it even less. Just 
at present, for example, our chalk-downs are 
being infested by their annual plague of har- 
vesters—harvest-bugs our unsophisticated 
ancestors called them, but a more refined or 
more squeamish generation has get rid of 
the Hi-sounding generic name—and it is lin- 


possible now to walk for half an hour among

Krass or corn without com home a mass 
of swollen lumps, with a little red beetle 
neatly immolated in the centre of every self- 
raised tumulus. Naturally, you scratch him, 
whereupon he dies and festersin situ. Alone 
ainong animals the harvester perferms his 
owt! burial, and then erects his own funeral 
monument on top of his mangied and dislo- 
cated corpse. His memory remains green, 
or at least red, for fully a week after his la- 
mented demise. Now, one would like to 
Know what tropical pest is worse or more 
persistent than this tiny English beetle. It 
may be freely admitted that the mosquito does 
not possess a single trait in his chrracter 
which justly eutities him either to our es- 
teeth or our affection, but even the mosquito 
does not dig bodily into the very tissues of 
his victim, and continue to irritate you long 
after he has ceased to derive any sort of per- 
sonél gratification from his unfriendly con- 
duct. Between man and the mosquito it, is 
an even battle; he thirsts for your blood and 
you thirst for his lite. But between man and 
the harvest. bug the conflict is as unequal as 
between a Nihilist and a Ozar; even if you 
kill him, he goes on irritating jou Mmternaily, 
and rankiing in your flesh like a poisoned ar- 
row for whole days after his little existence 
has ended forever. When the brains are out 
the mosquito will die, but die or nut the har- 
vest-bug still continues his deadly war 
against humanity, and lives after death an 
R immortality, 

course, the general public does not find 
itself largely Incomimorcied by these or other 
Venomous creatures in England: but then 
the general public does not go hunting about 
in meaduws and marshes for strange plants 
and curious aviwals; nor does it in any other 
countries come ‘tasually acress scorpions, 
cobras. and rattlesnakes In its garden-plot or 
In its front shrubbery It is quite otherwise, 
however, wi h naturalists and botanists, of 
whom the present writer is the least, Such 
pergous are compelled, in pursuit of beeties 
and orchids. to venture into all sorts of 
strange places, and it. may be fairly said of 
one such at least that he suffers far more in 
England from harvest-bu wasps, gnats, 
hornets than he has ever suffered 
in tropical climates from tarantulas, 
mosquitoes, terrapins, or poisonous ser- 
ponts. The fact is, these tropical 
marvels are part and parcel of the exploded 
tropical humbug. There is nothing marvel- 
ous anywhere in our workaday age, though 
there are some things disagreeable—like 
harvest-bugs in England or mosquitoes qua 
Nile damabeeah. You can see scorpions in 
the West Indies if you choose, but only by 
hiring a negro to hunt one up for you and 
bottle it up in spirits. There are venomous 
spiders in Africa, no doubt; but if you want 
to get one you must set a native to dig him 
gut ot the bank and bring him to you lying 
helpless on his back in a shovelful of earth. 
To be sure, snakes kill many black hunters 
in Indien jungle every season; but it is 
only very young griffins who believe the 
traditional stories about their inroads into 
the, sacred precincts of a European 
compound or their casual appearance 
in secret recesses of your largest 
boots, ‘The man who hunts for such things 
alone finds them; and on the whole he can 
find rether more within a mile radius of his 
own home in England, if he chooses, than in 
any other country in the known world. Who- 
ever wishes to indulge in practical natural 
history can rob a wasp's nest, induce a hive 
of bees to swarm around his head, irritate a 
peppery old hornet, cateh a reluctant viper 
by the tail, and become the living tomb of a 
thousand harvest-bugas without moving a 
single step outside even the parliamentary 
limite of the Countyof Middlesex. The only 
difference is that in England nobody thinks 
much of these thin because they are so 
familiar; whereas in ks of tropical travel 
they all sound deligh@fully strange and ro- 
mantic because they are so very far away. 
Yet there is nothing at all romantic in the 
buzz of a mosquito when onee you get him 
at close quarters within the curtains of your 


ow . 

We have, however, in England one really 
formidable creature who enters very little 
into the ordinary life of the community at 
large, but who forms a standing menace to 
the -unoffending naturalist in every part of 
the British Islands, and that is the domestic 
but undomesticated bull. Tigers are un- 
pleasant when you are butterfly-hunting ina 
jungle, and alligators are a nuisance when 
vou are tatching fresh-water snails in a 
tropical American river, but the present 
writer has never come across a tiger or an 
alligator in the flesh; he has only feared 
them from afar as a threatened interruption 
to his scientic pursuits. Besides, even if you 
do meet a live tiger, you can shoot him at 
your own free discretion; there is po close 
Season as yet for the man-eaters or for boa- 
constiictors, though, to sure, they 
of the village headmen preserve the former 
interesting quarry as far as possible, 80 us to 
induee an occasional visit from the wealth- 
dispensing British officer. With the bull, 
however, it is quite otherwise. He is, in fact, 

common object of the country to the wan- 
1 — field naturalist. Almost every farm 
in England a bull; and, by an un- 
fortunate coincidence, he is sour N in 
the furthest and most retired field on the 
whole estate—the vice, heathy, boggy, over- 
grown corner under the biliside, where all 
the rare flowers, all the strange insects, and 
all the queer mosses or fungi are invariably 
to be found: Henee the bull is an ever-pres~+ 
ent wild beast to stray scientific 
Inquirer, and a very formidable wild 
beast of his sort, too. The worst of 
it all is, you cannot even protect your- 
self against him with a rifle, as you can 
against the tiger or the alli r. fox he is 
preserved even more rigorously and t- 
ually than that sacredest of British red 
birds—a sitting hen-pheasant. If you kill 
him: you age guilty of felony, or tauricide, 
or petty t u. or some abstruse crime of 
that sort; whereas if he kills you it is only 
death by misadventure, because you were 
trespassing on somebody eise’s ground; for 
of course everywnaturalist is as callous as a 
poacher about his neighbor’s landmark; the 
path of science invariably leads him into 
some other fellow’s fields or capses, Thus 
the bull really becomes the standing bugbear 
of the British field naturalist; he is perpetu- 
ally coming upon you excitedly round a cor- 
ner, or charging with his head between hio 
legs at the exact mowent when you have just 
lighted upon a rareand almost unique en- 
tomological specimen.

i THE COMET. 


Prof. Pickerina’s Views with Mefer- 
ence to the Comet, and the Danger of 
Its Falling iuto the San. 

Bos rox, Mass., Oct. Prot. Pickering, of 
Cambridge, one of the leading astronomers 
of the country, was interviewed this evening 
in relation to the opinion of Prof. Proctor 
and other eminent English and Continental 
scientists that the present comet is that of 
1843 and 1880, and that it will again return in 
October, 1888, and fall into the sun, causing 
a terrifie disaster to the earth. The Pro- 


fessor sald: : 

“ You may say that the scientists and Cam- 
bridge Observatory hold no such views. 
They have no fears of the earth’s destruc- 
tion through any such collision between the 
sun and acomet. The probable expjanation 
of Prof. Proctor’s theory is that he believes 
that the comet of 1843 reappeared in 1880, and 
has again appeared at the present tinie. 
From this it Is probable that he in- 


fers that 
pearance are growing less less, thus 
showing a shortening of its orbit, which he 
claims will eventually, as it approaches 
nearer and nearer the sup, cause it to tumble.

* Prof. Proctor did not at first believe that 
the preseut comet was the same that came to 
the astronomers in 1843 and 1880, but is now 
satis that it is thesameone.

By 
shipping the cattle from Ei Moro the Santa 
Fé is thus dewrivél of any. revenue from 
their transportation, while the Denver & Rio 
Grande the Burlington are enab 
cut the rate to as low a tigure as they 
but ta go fix it up between themselv 
the poo! cannot complain. There w 
ably be no opposition to this method 
ping the cattle of the South to Chicago until 
the Denver & New Orleans shall be com- 
pleted to the Purgatoire River, or until the 
Santa Fé can make some private pool with a 
road running between the Missouri River 
and Chicago. The Burlington & Missouri, 
by its fast cattle express, can unload cattle 
in the Chicago Stock-Yards three days from 
the time they leave El Moro.

The litigation opened in 
the Eighth District Court In 1880 on applica- 
tion of the New Orleans, Mobile & Chatta- 
nooga Railroad Company. Judge Dibble en- 
joined the city and the Morgan Railroad 
Comvany from interfering with the right of 
the plaintiffs. The injunetion was main- 
tained by the State Sapreme Court. Sub- 
sequently the city brought suit to enjoin the 
New Orleans & Texas Railroad Company 
from erecting any buildings on the ground 
claimed by company. The case was 
transferred to the United States Circuit 
Court, and Judge Biliings rendered a de- 
cision in ‘favor of the railroad. The 
case was appealed to the Fed- 
eral Supreme Court, and was to 
have come up this week. City-Attorney 
Buck had made all preparation to go to 
Washington Monday, when he was informed 
that negotiations were in progress looking to 
a compromise. The representatives of the 
company at first offefed $235,000, and finally 
agreed to pay over 840.000, on coudition that 
the grants under the Legislative acts cited 
above were confirmed and the whole matter 
declared to be settled finally.

Passenger conductors are paid $80 per 
month, and, in some instances, $10 more. 
As the engineer has control of the brakes, 
the old-fashioned brakeman is dixplaced by 
“*trainmen,” who help ladies to seats and also 
assist them in coming going. These men 
receive $50 per month, but the man on the 
last car has $5 additional, as his responsibil- 
ity is greater. In case of any delay 
he must go on the track to flag approaching 
trains, anu may de left behind. Baggage-men 
are paid $60, though in some instances, where 
the route is of unusual length, it isincreased 
to $70. Station agents are paid $60 per 
month, and ticket agents (except in cities) 
$50, Thisclass is the 74 d of all raile 
way officials, as they are closely confined and 
serve long hours, but there are so many 
women ready to accept such work that 
women's pay, becomes the standard. The 
track boss is paid $45 per monih, while 
switchmen and flagmen have only $36, and 
yet this is one of the most responsible post- 
tions on the road.“

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A HORRIBLE STORY. 


Confession of a Wretch Who Assisted 
His Mother in the Murder 
of a Child.

MonrTpELieR. Oct. 11.—One of the hardest 
cases of hard-heartedness ever brought to 
light in this State has come out ip the con- 
fession of Almon Louis Meaker, who with 
his mother is under sentence of death for 
murdering Alice

family fora year. In April, 1880,” says the 
confessing murderer, “ my mother asked we

I proposed to take her 
back to Charlotte and have them take her 
back. My mother would not consent to 
this. She proposed to kill her out- 
right. She urged me and said it 
could be done by poison, and it would be an 
easy death. I will say here that if 1 had 
thought her death would have been 80 ter- 
rible, I never would have cousented to aid 
her. Se made the plan to procure strych- 
nine, andI procuredit. The night of the 
murder I got a team and went over home 
and put teain back of the barn. Mother 
had put Alice to bed with herciowhes on, and 
mother took her out of the window, tell- 
ing her we were going 1 ride. My 
father was in bed. other and 
Alice walked a short way up the bill through 
the ficid, and Ame to the road where 1 had 
the team. They got in, and 1 drove through 
the street and gave the poison in some 
sweetened water. We drove op for about 
twenty minutes. The poison took effect and 
she went into convulsions. My mother hela 
her hand over her mouth to prevent ber 
waking a noise. We started for a sand-bank 
towards Stowe, and took a sbovel to bury 
her with, but she died so soon we stopped at 
aswamp. I agreed with my mother after 
we were arrested, which she urged we to do, 
to take all the blaine ou myself and clear her, 
which I have done, until 1 have felt ita duty 
to tell the facts. No outer person or persons 
had knowledge of the affair but my mother 
and myself. 1 had no motive in committing 
the act, and only did whai I did do at the re- 
quest and advice of my mother.

Mr. Franklin L. Chase Unable to Pay 
Over the Money Intrusted 
to Him. 


The Widow of Jndge Norton Among 
the Sufferers—Mr. Chase’s 
- Explanation. 


— — 


The last victim of extravagance and spec- 
ulation is Mr. Franklin L. Chase, a member 
of the Chicago bar, and for some time Chair- 
man ot the Democratic County Central Com- 
mittée. He has, it appears, squandered 
nearly $18,000 of money belonging to the 
widow of the late Judge Jesse 0. Norton, 
which was intrusted to him, and also other 
sums, the amount of which is as yet un- 
knowp, but which may reach $20,000, be- 
longing to other parties, some:of them re- 
siding in the East. He has also mortgaged 
his premises far beyond their value. and has 
plunged into debt beyond his 
power to extricate himseif. The circum. 
stances attending the loss of Mrs. Norton’s 
money are painful. Mr. Chase was a student 
in the Judge’s office, and was liked and 
trusted by him. When the Judge died the 
money received for life-insurance was put 
in Mr. Chase’s hands for investment, the 
widow having confidence in his integrity. 
The greater part of that money has been 
sunk. A portion of it was recovered not 
long ago by means df threatened criminal

THE ATTENTION OF S8TATE’S-ATTORNEY 
MILLS 
by Judge M. R. M. Wallace, attorney for the 
widow ot the late Jesse O. Norton, Mr. 
Chase’s former law partner, and Corpuration 
Counsel for a time under Mayor Colvin. It 
Was stated in brief that Mrs. Norton had 
placed in Chase’s hands for investment the 
sum Of about $20,000, which she came into 
possession of at the time of the death of her 
husband, whose life was insured for that 
amount; that Mr. Chase pretended to invest 
the money in farm lands, and Yor a 
long time deceived her b a series 
of fictitious accounts, and that dnally when 
she wished to regain possession of the mone 
flor the purpose of making what she consid- 
ered 4 more profitable investment, Mr. Chase 
failed to give any satisfactory answer as to 
when he could place the money in her hands. 
After Mrs. Norton and Gen. J. T. Torrence, 
het son-in-law, had made a number of de- 
mands upon Mr. Chase, Judge Wallace was 
brought into the case for the purpose of forc- 
ing Chase either to restore the money or to 
render some satisfactory account as to its 
whereabouts. hase finally consented to 
the latter arrangement, but as it was 
already feared that he had betrayed his 
trust and „ the money, and that 
he mignt perhaps prepare to decamp, a de- 
téctive was put upon his track to shadow 
him wherever he went. In the course of a 
very few days Mr. Chase was forced to ad- 
init that he could not restore the money nor 
account for it in any way. It was then, at 
the instance of Mrs. Norton and Gen. Tor- 
rence, that Judge Wallace visited the State’s- 
Attorney for the purpose of taking measures 
to have Chase indicted. But after talking 
over the matzer it was concluded that there 
was nothing to be gained by being precipl- 
tate, and making publie an indictment 
against the.man before anybody knew, per- 
haps not even himself, exactly what resources 
he had, and what portion of the claim, if 
any, he was able to settle. Besides, the 
State’s-Attorney, willing though he was to 
do bis duty when calied upon, was of opinion 
that an indictment against Chase ust in the 
heat of a r* might be misconstrued 
into a political dodge. No matter how hon- 
est the intent, there would yet be many who 
would feel that Chase was made a fscapegoat 
of more because he was Chairman the 
Cougty Central Committee than because of 
any Feal defaication.

He asked for a car- 
riage and was driven to the residence of 
Gen. Torrence, with whom Mrs. Norton 
makes her home. The interview was a lively 
one.

AN UNRECORDED MORTGAGE, 


Another claim against Mr. Chase is that of 
Charles Thurber, of GermantoWn, Pa., and a 
suit was 8 commenced for its gollec- 
tion. The claim is an old one, datin® back 
to 1975, and is for $3,000. The history of it is 
that he negotia ed a loan of $3,000 in the 
name of bis ahs 3 and gave as security a 
mortgage on their homestead, which the rep- 
resentative of Mr. Thurber failed to put on 
record. The mistake or oversight was not 


„discovered until 1879, and in looking up the 


matter it was found that a subsequent loan of 
$5,000 had been made in the meantime of G. 
W. Hale, secured by a mortgage, which had 
been duly recorded, and which would seem 
to make Thurber’s claim almost valueless, 
especially since the property will scarcely 
satisfy the Hale claim. But this is not all, 
for between the two mortgages gi ven—Hale’s 
being the first of record—another loan was 
negotiated on the same property from an 
eastern society, which was also secured by 
mortgage. Mr. Chase claims to have satis- 
fled this, however, and upon the strength of 
this and the showing of a release the Hale 
loan was made: But the other side claim 
that the release was irregular, which, it will 
be readily seen, complicates not only 
the. Thurber, but also the Hale claim. 
Upon the settling of this depends very large- 
ly the value of the other claims. other 
words, it is questionable whether the society 
in question or Mr. Hale has a first lien upon 
the property under the circumstances, and in 
no event does it appear that Mr. Thurber will 
evet get a great deal.

AN OLD PIONEER, 


Williem M. Hall, the Father of the Fa- 
mous Harber Couvention of 1847. 

Mr. William M. Hall, of Stamford, Conn., 
one of the old pioneers of the West, and the 
originator of the celebrated River and Har- 
bor Convention which was held in thig, city 
in 1847, is in the city fora week, stopping at 
the Leland Hotel. A reporter caliea upon 
him last evening, and had a very pleasant 
talk with the old gentlemen, who is a perfect 
encyclopedia of persons and thinge in the 
West forty years ago. His memory for 
names and dates, even the most trivial, is 
simply marvelous. He circumnavigated the 
globe before he was 18. Previous to 1940 he 
was Well known in the West, and he knows 
the old men of she country from New York 
to Omaha. It as wonderful to talk to one 
man who knewso many of his fellow-men. 
Coming down 10 particulars, the reporter 
asked tora brief résumé of that celebrated 
gathering which first brought Chicago to the 
notice of the world. 

It is all con.ained in this,“ said Mr. Hall. 
as he pointed to a pamphiet in the Fergus 
Historical Series bearuig on this very ut. 
“I gave my old friend Fergus all could 
give on this — gy many of my papers hay- 
ing deen burned up by a fire in Brooklyn. In 
18461 was at St. Louis acting as the agent 
tor the lake steamship companies. We 
brought the freight to Chicago, and 
then shipped it by wagon 
and thence by water. The 
St. Louis. and especially the press, took such 
an interestin lake navigation that I gave a 
little editorial dinner before 1 went away. 
The subject of the improvement of the 
Mississippi River was then under considera- 
tion, and [broached the subject of a conven- 
tion to consider the subject. They told me 
at the time that the Demucratic oarty was 
opposed to the scheme uf internal luprove- 
ments, especially in the West, but intimated 
that the thing might be done if polldes were 
rigidity kept out ot it. It was finally decided 
that [ should talk ne thing up in the East. 
When the n closed 1 passed 
through Chicage, talked the thing over 
with we prominent men heie, and found 
them enthusiastie for it. When I reached 
New York we had a conference anc decided 
to push the matter. I then introduced the 
resolutions which you will find in this book 
here, fixing upon Chicago as the place of 
meeting. 

Sr. LOUIS HAD CLAIMED THE CONVENTION 
‘as a matter of right, but was somehow in- 
duced to give it up. (‘here were 150 St. Louis 
mewin New York atthe ume but none of 
them attended. Buffalo, which was my 
home at the time, wanted it badly, and De- 
troit was mad te get it. We finally had to 
decide on Chicago, and | am glad we did.“ 

Hi then pushed the project to the 
end?“ 

es, indeed. John P. Chapin was Mayor 
of Chicago at the time, and he pledged me 
his support and the support of the city, 1 
agr to give my time gratis but wanted to 
be reimbursed for all 1 iaid out. During 
that time I traveled 10,000 miles and ad- 
dressed hundreds of meetings. Chapin and 
the.merchunts promised to pay me, but the 
thine was allowed to slide over. and I am 
out $576 which [ expended for Chieago. The 
matter was left in the hands of a commit- 
tee who never attended to it. I think I 
really have a just claim against the city for 
that amount, which is a claim of the kind 
chat uever ought to de allowed to stand.“ 

* Do you propose to present it?” 

“Well, 1 did not come out for that pur- 
pose. I wanted to see this great city once 
before 1 died, Me: was willing to lay out 


8100 to do so. I think the claim is a legit 


imate subject for the consideration of tre 
Council, the Board of Trade, or private cit- 
Hens.“ 

“You remember well the convention itself, 
of course?

The leading produce markets were less active 
yesterday, with less fluctuation in prices. Corn, 
rye, oats, and barley were stronger, while pro- 
visions were tower and hogs easier. Wheat ex- 
hibited little change and not much life. the in-

The trading 
wus uousually exciustve on November and Jan- 
uary pork and November lard. Other deliveries 
were comparatively neglected, but the long 
futures in lard improved 50. October pork fell 
off 10c, while the long pork futures were easier, 
and October pork declined Se per bri. Novem- 
ber pork was weak early, streagthenedon the 
call, again fell off to 20c below the latest price of 
Tuesday, and closed ata disadvantage of 7c. 
It was sold freely by a local operator, and 
firmed up after he had got through. 
January pork closed 2440 lower. 
November lard fell of 5e, but 
closed 2%c higher than on Tuesday afternoon, 
being bought rather freely by 4 party who was 
supposed to bea large seller two or three days 
ago. Meats were dull, and futures in ribs eased 
off 24@5c. Liverpool was quoted 6d lower on 
lard, and the locaihog market was casier ou a 
larger supply than had been calculated on by 
some operators. 

Fiour was less active, and steady in tone. 
There was a moderate export demand for low 
grades anda fair local inquiry for rye flour, 
which is relatively cheap. The better grades of 
tlour are in light supply. Other breadstulfs 
were not much wanted. 

Wheat was slow and steady on futures, the 
chief point being a further widening of the 
premium on November, waich now approxi- 
mates nearly to the carrying charges, and ar- 
gues greater stability to the trade. This month 
declined e. and closed & lower than on Tues- 
day afternoon, while next month closed at an 
improvemeut of e. There is not much de- 
mand for either, the interest in corn tending to 
lessen the attendance on the wheat pit. There 
was a fair demand for cash lots, chiefly the lower 
grades; No. B advanced %@c on winter and 
14@1%c on spring, the lat being wanted by 
shippers. No. 2 spring was quiet at seller 
the month prices, red quiet at 
top figures of Tuesday, being “eC 
better than the closing that afternoon. 
Liverpool and London were called quiet but 
firm, and our receipts were much smaller, and 
there were supposed to be some export orders 
here, though buyers did not say so. Private ad- 
vices from Europe intimate that the trade there 
would probably take hold ratmer freely on the 
present basis if they were not afraid of another 
bear raid bere in case of an increase in the 
movement from first bands. 

Corn was active, though with a good Cea! less 
doing than the previous day, and was stronger. 
recovering the decline of Tuesday afternoon, 
except on May, which was offered rather freely. 
Tee near futures advanced about Ie, and 
closed at an improvement of 1@l%c. The 
British markets were quoted strong, and 
our receipt were again very small, with 
a comparatively liberal chartering of vessel- 
room, which nugated the effect of finer weather 
here, especially as it was still unsettled further 
West. There was a good buying demand eariy 
on outside account, but after that was filled 
there was less doing. A good many thought that 
the upward movement of Tuesday was simpiy 
the result of a pressure on the part of certain 
longs to enable them to sell oyt at a profit, but 
the situation yesterday favored strength. Our 
stocks are dimtuisuing under an active Eastern 
demand, receipts so small as to suggest that the 
old corn must be about all used up, the yield of 
new corn loommg up much less grandly than 
was expected, and wet weather threatening to 
prevent new from grading as No. 2 at any time 
on this side of January. The shorts ate natur- 
ally nervous over the prospect, which depends 
much more than usual on the weather of the 
near future. Shippers were eager buyers yes- 
terday for all the spot offerings, the drouth hav- 
ing made New England dependent on the West 
for a great deal of corn. Old England, too, is 
waking up. inquiries were received here yes- 
terday about the prospect for deliveries bere 
this fall; British traders have assumed they 
would be large, and now are afraid otherwise, 
especially as the Egyptian beat is not available 
this year for feeding purposes ia the British 
Isles. November corn sold in the afternoon on 
the curbstone to 6660. 

Oats opened strong and active in sympathy 
witb corn, early dealings showing an advance of 
xc on spot and tlie on futufes over Tues- 
day's closing. Most of the trading was in the 
November and year deliveries. Later the mar- 


. ket became tame, the advance outside of cash 


being entirely lost, and some deliveries closing 
6% lower than the latest ot Tuesday. No. 2 spot 
sold up Kc, and closed at We, or an advance of 
0. Seller November advanced \c, closing at 
32% c, the latest price of Tuesday. No. 2 white 
was nominal, and rejected sold at 3c. Sam- 
ples were in demand and steady. 

Rye was active for spot, a good business being 


done at 584@58c, the latter for gilt-edged. Fut- 


ures were inactive but strong, November being 
quotable at 60%@é6lc, and the year at 5,8300. 

Barley was firm on lighter receipts, Nos. 2 and 
3 selling le higher, at &2@s2gc for the former 
and Sic for the latter. No. 2 for October and 
November was quotable at We. Samples were 
more active than for several days previous. 

In dry goods, boots and shoes, clothing, and 
millinery goods continued activity was noted. 
Groceries also are moving freely and average 
steady, Jobbers still complain of a dearth of A 
sugar, but otherwise stocks are in good shape. 
The butter and cheese markets remain firm. 
Dried fruite were generally steady under an im- 
proving demand.

In these days when we hear so much twaddie 
about the esthetic—a good deal of it by peopie 
whohave but a faint idea of the meaning ot 
estheticiam—we read constantly of esthetic 
dresses, hats, houses and bouse furniture, of 
esthetic pariors and esthetic bedrooms, but I 
never yet read ofan esthetic kitchen, although 
l really saw such an one the otherzday. Cana 
kitchen be really esthetic? you ask, with visions 
of beuted ranges, greasy griddies, iron pots and 
dishpans dancing betore your eyes. Listen and 
you shali judge for yourseif. Calling, the other 
day, upon a lady friend, who lives in a charming 
suite of rooms, centraily located, | was wvited 
to look into ber little kitchen, which she had 
just furnished as a comfortable addition to her 

pleasant quarters. 3 

Tou see, baid the lady, as she ushered me 
into the apartments, we have tried all ways of 
living, and until now we were never satisfied. 
Boarding in the ordinary way is monotonous 
and uvosatisfactory; going out to one's meals, 
particularly in bad weather, is as unbowelike 
and dreary as possible; while caterers—wbom | 
have tried without number—nave a vile habit of 
bringing the meals half cold, and they are also 
unpunctual to a degree that is exasperating. 
Housekeeping in your own home is pleasant, of 
course, but, as one never feels settled in a rent- 
ed house, I resolved to go to light housekeeping 
until Il could move under my ownroof. lu the 
meantime 1 believe I have solved the problem 
of how to live comfortably with, little work and 
no worry of servants. Within a stone's tarow of 
the best markets, groceries, dairies, etc,, it is 
easy to have supplies sent often and marketing 
is littie trouble; my rooms are kept in order by 
the maid servant, who will also for a small com- 

nsation wash disbes for me when I desire it. 

‘he cooking I do myself, and my husband is de- 
lighted. Say. is not my kitchen pretty?” 

It was, indeed, prettier than Lever imagined a 
kitchen could be made. Pretty china was dis- 
played on sheives, brackets, and ina tiny cor- 
ner cupboard; Japanese scrolis, fans, and plates 
bung upon the walls, and there was nothing 
about the room suggestive of cooking except 
an innocent-iooking little “Fiorence Favorit” 
oil stove, which stood on a box curtained with 
ohintz, bearing printed figures from the opera 
of “Patience” in soft, esthetic colors.

The Main Beam of a Vessel. 

The Buffalo papers publish a circular from 
the custom authorities of that port givimg the 
following defintion of what constitutes the main 
beam of a vessel: The main beam of a vessel 
shall be taken to mean as follows: On vessels 
plying upon the Western rivers the beam running 
athwart ship under the after side of the star- 
board forward batch; and on all. other vessels 
the beam running athwart ship under the for- 
ward side of the main hatch (the after side of 
the beam), The number should, when practible, 
be marked after the tonnage mark. In case 
the main beam of your vessel is of iron ꝙ other 
metal, the official number must be märked 
in oll § paint—io white paint if the 
beam is black; and in biack paint if the beam is 
of any other color.“ This will leave vesselmen 
as much in the dark as before. Which is the 
main batch when a vessel has three or four 
hatches amidships wbere the breadth of beam is 
the same at each one? It is difficuit to find two 
revenue Gilicers with the same views as to tne 
location of the main batch. It seems that the 
hutou which is situated midway between the 
stern and the stern-post, the one nearest that 
point, should be named as the main hatch by a 
specia! ortier from the department at Wasbing- 
ton. That will be easily understood, and veasei- 
owners, who are all anxious to avoid fines, will 
6000 Comply with the regulation.

Secrets of the Cattle Trade at the Stock- 
Vards, 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune 

Drxon, III., Oct. 11.—I notice in your issue of 
the loth an article showing the necessity of hav- 
ing a cattle inspector stationed at the Union 
Stock-Yards. Now, I hope, as vou have com- 
menced to agitate the question, that you will 
continue in the good work until there is an in- 
spector for cattle, also one for hogs and sheep, 
appointed. Outside of the Stock- Yards there is 
no one who bas the remotest idea of the number 
of emaciated and sickly—fairly rotten—cattle, 
hogs, and sheep that go from the yards every 
week and nearly every day to the city slauguter - 
houses. There they are dressed by skilled bands 
at the business and placed on Jackson street, 
where they are sold to city meat 
markets, from which they are retailed 
to customers. The parts that are too rotten and 
smell too bad are cutout and sold to a party 
who calls at the different markets each day with 
his old white horse and wagon and buys for a 
trifle and takes them to his sausage factory. 
From there they go to the cheap and low free- 
lunch counters, where the poor drinks that ac- 
company them help to counteract the poison in 
the beef. There is also a large amount of the 
same class of stock bought up by the canners. 
I have seen as bigh as fifteen ortwenty bead of 
cattie at a time driven out of the yards fur the 
cunners that were littie better than skin and 
bones. They could bardivy walk. and each and 
every one of the Said cattle bad a large running 
sore generally on the bead or neck. Now, I 
wish to ask the question: Is there not a way 
that there can be a stop put to such practicés, 
Or shail the people of Cuicago and vicinity be 
compelled to go without meat or run the risk of 
be.ng slowly poisoned to death? There is many 
a good family eating meat every day in Chicago 
and vicinity which, if it could have seen that 
meat before it was slaughtered, would not have 
dared to feed a pound of it to a dog for fear of 
killing bim. From my personal knowledge I am 
Satisued that the people of Chicago and Cook 
County wouid be astounded and rise up in mass 
against the evil if they bad the remotest idea of 
the number of deaths that are caused in their 
vicinity every year by the eating of this 
filtby, poisoned meat, and hope; and 
trust that Tux TRIBUNE will continue to agitate 
this question until the people's eyes ure opened, 
and they will then see to it t good, incor- 
ruptible inspectors are appointed at the Stock- 
Yurds, with instructions to contiscate or take 
possession of ail sickly and uowmercbantabie 
stock, and send it to the rendering establish- 
ment where it ongs. When that is done you 
will nud country sbippers will at once stop 
shipping such stuff to the market, as it would 
not pay the charges. But the practice will con- 
tinue until sometumg of that kind is done. As 
the way things are at present country sbippers 
get sucd stock in the country for about nothing, 
and they make a nice protit in handling it. 
1 ‘have spent twelve years at and 
in the Union Stock- Yards, and it has been but a 
short time since I qu doing busivess there. 
Consequently | know ail I have said and much 
more i might say on this point to be true.

osition Lefore the public. Take the Stock- 

“ard scalpers as a whole, there is not a 
better nor more honorabie class of men doing 
business in the yards, and some of them employ 
about as much capital as any men there. The 
better part of the men known at the Stock 
Yards as scalpers buy the best droves of mixed. 
big and little. goud and bad, of both cattie and 
hogs, a8 they are shipped from the country, and 
many of the commission men dou't bave the 
time nor the will, and some of them not 
the judgment, to sort up such lots of stock 
into sued parts and grades as will suit 
Eastern shippers for shipment to different 
points; so they sell the same as they arrive to 
the scalpers, who, after buying several car-loads 
of such stock, put the animais into the sorting 
alley and sort out the different grades, and put 
euch * in a pen by itself, where the animals 
are fed and watered and either sold by the 
scalper direvt to the buyers of aifferent markets 
or given to a cummission man to sell to them, 
and were it not for the scaiper it would be im- 
possible far many an Eastern buyer to fill his 
orders. I venture to say, and my saying can be 
proved by investivating, t three-fourtbs of 
the bogs shipped East and one- half the hogs soid 
atthe Union Stock-Yards each year are first 
bougut and sorted up by the scalpers, and then 
sold to what is called the reguiar buyers. The 
class of inen that yuu call“ sdalpers are known 
at the Stock- Yards as “ shysters,” not scaipers,

The Moth-Ehman Case Comes Up 
Again. 
In the celebrated case of Madeline Roth 
 ggainst Fredericka Ehman and others, in- 
volving so many knotty questions of law on 
the subject of marriage and divorce, a mo- 
tion was made yesterday morning before 
Judge Jameson for a rule on George L. 
Weideman, George Pyne, and Martha Schotz 
to show cause why they should not surren- 
der possession ot the premises in controversy 
to Amalie Staehle Roth. A petition was filed 
by the latter setting out that on the 8th of 
November, 1879, John Gunzenhauser was 
appointed Receiver by the court to take pos- 
on of the property in controversy and 
rent it On the 12th of July, 1881, 
a final decree was rendered by 
Judge Jameson in favor of petitioner, 
Amalie S. Roth, and the Supreme Court in 
May last affirmed thir decision. Prior to 
this, and in April last, unzenhauser leased 
the property No. 205 Madison street to Se- 
bastian Melitzer to May, 1883, without any 
order of court. Melitzer immediately went 
ipto possession and sub-leased to George L. 
Weideman, George Pyne, and Martha 
Schotz, and they claim the right to stay un- 
til next May. Mrs. Roth claims the act of 
the Receiver in leasing the prope: ty was un- 
authorized and void, and that the ssees had 
knowledge of her rights and knew the Re- 
ceiver could not give a valid le se for any 
longer time than until the end oi the litiga- 
tien. Mrs. Roth has sold the »remises to 
Henry Streng on condition thai he should 
have ion immediately so as to im- 
prove them this fall, and she bas ob- 
tained a much higher price on 
that agreement than she could 
have otherwise gotten. The improvements 
now on the property are of littie value, and 
if the tenants now in them will move them 
and themselves away she is willing mer 
should do so. Mrs. Roth therefore asks for 
a writ of as nee to put her into immediate 
possession of the lot. Ahe remainder of the 
rty, Nos. 151 and 157 Randolph street, is 
2 her undisputed possession. Judge 
Jameson issued a rule on Weideman, Pyne, 
and Schotz to show ‘cause by tomorrow 
morning why they should not vacate the 
premises.

THE REV. MARCUS RAINSFORD 

then spoke on The World's Need, and Why 
the church Fails to Meet It.“ He read from 
the ninth chapter of St. Mark’s Gospel, the 
fourteenth to the twenty-ninth verses in- 
clusive, being the story of how Christ ex- 
pelled the deaf and dumb devil from the body 
of a youth after all His disciples haa failed 
to exorcise the demon. Commenting upon 
the text Mr. Raidsford said that WHat man 
could not do Christ comid do, The first part 
of the address consisted of a paraphrase of 
the text and an Appeal to the audience for 
more faith. If they would only believe they 
could shake the old world yet. Prayer 
moved the hand that moved the world. Eli- 
jah was a man of like passions with them- 
selves, and yet he prayed for dry weather, 
and got it; ‘prayed for rain, and 
the tace of the heavens was opened. 
Christ said in the text that this kind [of 
devil] goeth not forth save by prayer and 
fasting.” Fasting did not mean abstaining 
from meat and eating plenty of fish, but it 
meant the practice of self-denial. God's peo- 
pie in earth and Heaven were all one fami! 
and those vet len on earth were the 
nesses of Christ.) “Th in Heaven cou 
work vo more for Chris“ Kingdom, bi 
those on earth cauld. God had said, * The 
whole world lieth in the Wicked One.” The 
world was devil-possessed, and the curse of 
the day was selfishness. The devil of self- 
ishness entered into the Church dreadfully. 
Utner devils wee those of skepticism and 
superstition, and; the speaker asked what 
the Church Had done te cast out 
these devils. | He said the world 
and the church were full of sensualism, and 
he deplored the fact that the church instead

sunk in heath@nness and superstition— 
Roman Catholitism, Judaism, and other 
“isms.” Even ih the evangelical churches 
those who actuatly lived after the pattern of

Asa remedy for this state of things the 
speaker said thatif there were but twelve good 
men on earth, and if each of these should 
gain one soul to God each year, and each of 
these so ransomed should make converts at 
the same rate, every convert becoming a 
missionary to one other soul, it would 
require but aes ars to bring the whole 
world into the feld. And yet eighteen cen- 
turies had failed to achieve this end. Un- 
belief and unfaithfulness to the Gospel were 
to blame for this, and worst of all was the 
shameful division in the church. 

The hour from 12 tol was devoted toa 
prayer and praise service under the leader- 
ship of Mr. B. HK. Jacobs. The Rev. George 
C. Lorimer, D. P., spoke of The Waiting 
Church.“ He read from the first chapter of 
the Acts of the Apostles, how the disciples 
waited for theicoming of the Comforter. 
On this point Dr. Lorimer said the 
promise of Jesus that the Comforter should 
come was fulfilled on the Day of Pentecost, 
but that it was not exhausted. The Holy 
Ghost was with men through all the ages, 
and the merry of God was infinit. 
Three things were noticeable in regard to 
the gathering of the disciples. First there 
was harmony amongst them; secondly, they 
prayed; and, thirdly they were careful to 
repudiate Judas. hat the church of today 
needed was, first, unification; secondly, sup- 
plication; and, fastly, purification.

of Jamestown, N. Y., was the first speaker. 
His subject wag “ The Gift and Work of the 
Holy Spirit,“ he made a strong evangel- 
ical address. He held that the work of 
Christ for men and of the Spirit in men must 
go on simultangously. The Holy Spirit was 
a personal beijg, not an influence. Christ 
had promised! that the Holy Ghost should 
come, to comfort His disciples, and the prom- 
ise in different forms was five times repeated, 
To believers as the sons of God the gift of 
the Holy Ghost was in all. It followed the re- 
deurption, and was God's seal to His followers, 
Through this men were 607 strength te 
suffer for the glvry of God. The names given 
in the Scripture to the Holy Ghost bore out 
in every respect the idea of the sonship of 
men.

sacrifice. Theionly thing for men to do was 
to allow the Holy Spirit to have His own 
way with them. To deny the present power 

f the Holy Spirit was as bad as to deny that 

The sons of God 
must by faith believe that God loved them, 
and must offef themselves as sacrifices to 
Him. They received the Spirit of God not 
because y Were sinless of themselves, but 
because they Were sinless through the blood 
of Christ. Obedience was another essential. 
The professed people of God grieved the 
Holy Spirit by their bickerings and quarrels, 
their covetonsness and their disunion. 
Only through obedience to the whole will of 
God could th@ benefit of the Holy Spirit be 
oBtained. Through prayer and confession 
of man’s weakness and belief Christians ap- 
proached the thercy seat. Lastly, they must 
live to the glofy of God, and work according 
to the teachings of Christ. Faith, obedience, 
prayer, and devotion to the glory of God were

The mission of Christ's ministry was to 
preach the Gospel to all, and for this all 
classes of talent must be used. 

The congregation sang Rescue the per- 
ishing” and the choir sang “Onward go” 
while a collection was taken up.

‘SINFUL SELF-FORGETFULNESS.”

THE REV. c. SPURGEON, 
son of the noted English preacher, first led 
in prayer and then delivered a gospel ad- 
dress. He quoted from the = sixteént 
chapter of St. Luke’s a part of the 
first verse, “The same was accused 
unto him that he had wasted his goods.“ 
Men must auswer to God for their use or 
abuse of the daily mercies showered upon 
them. What had they done With the un- 
speakable gift of Jesus Christ? It would 
take Dut a very little time to decide upon 
this at the day of judgment. The Master 
would demand of His steward a fair interest 
on the capital with which he had been in- 
trusted. Condemned by conscietce and the 
law, what hope would there be for the sinner 
who had waste his opportunities? 
The untouched a unread Bible over 
which loving hearts had sent up prayer 
would rise in judgment against the un- 
grateful sinner who had neglected it. In 
conclusion the speaker appealed to bis hear- 
ers to repent ere it was too late and hence- 
forth to consecrate themselves to the glory 
of God and to use the talents given them. 
Men wasted their bodies in the eawdness of 
the theatre and the heated atmosphere of the 
ball-room, and spent their substance in drink 
and dress. God would take an accounting of 
all that He had given to men, and for all 
waste they must answer. Waste of time also 
must be answered for. The speaker an- 
nounced his belief in sudden conversions, 
and said that he had been converted sudden- 
lv. No man was too big asinner to be saved. 
Trust in Christ's mercy would bring forgive- 
ness, however great offense. — 
THE REV. A. T. PIERSON, D. D., ' 

spoke on “ The Providence of God in Mod- 
ern Evangelistic Labor.” He said that there 
was no more reason to believe that supernat- 
ural signs should cease than that answers to 
prayer should cease. He believed that the 
decline of evangelistic religion was answer- 
able for the withdrawal of the Holy Ghost. 
In so far as there had been a return to evan- 
gelistic methods there had been a devyelop- 
ment of supernatural signs. The Waldenses 
found their harvest beneath six feet of snow, 
and reaped it eighteen months after it was 
sown. On another occasion, when hemmed 
in by French and Sardinian armies, they 
cried to God, and immediately a bank 
of fog rolled down the valley, and hid 
them from the face of their foes, so that 
they escaped unhurt. A missionary to 
Greenland prayed for the gift of healing, so 
that he might give ocular proof of his wis- 
sion to the heathen there, and in response to 
his prayer he was given power, and by lay- 
ing on of hands brought many from the 
verge of the grave. His wife, too, was given 
the gift of prophecy. In the present day the 
providence of God was shown in the open- 
ing of new fields of Sabor. Africa, Asia, 
Madagascar, and the islands of the 
sea had been opened to Chris- 
tian missionaries. All this was in 
direct an wer to prayer and supplication. 
The whole history of modern missions 
dated back to the trumpet-call issued by 
Jonathan Edwards in 1847, calling for a day 
of prayer. All that was necessary for the ex- 
tension of Christianity was that they should 
pray and keep praying. He believed that the 
reason why there were not more superuat- 
pra developwents in this day was because 

hristians ignored the Third Person of the 
Trinity. He contended that the Holy Ghost 
was a personality, and he begged of his 
hearers to return to the devout recognition 
of this fact. Preaching could only conie with 
powne from a saved man, and from one who 

new that he was saved. [Applause] He 
thought the great cause of skepticism was 
the want of sincerity in the preachersof the 

resent day, aud he sighed for another White- 
iela to go into ecclesiastical conventions and 
stir up the compromising winisters who 
thought more of salaries than of The salva- 
tion of souls.

The Boys Taught Useful Trades, Are 
Happy and Contented. 


A few days ago Judge Hawés went down 
to Pontiac, in Livingston Cousty, where the 
State Keform School is located, made a 
thorough examination of its meMods and 
workings. Yesterday a TrRInUNE reporter 
encountered the Judge returning from 
lunch, and proceeded to have a brief chat 

h him on what be saw and how the in- 
stitution inmapressed him. 7 

„Jam quite willing,” said the Judge, to 
give you my impression of the Reform- 
School at Pontiac, for 1 am clearly of the 
qpinion that this community has a much 
greater interest in the success of that institu- 
tion than is generally supposed.” 

„How many inmates are there?“ 

“There are now 256 boys in the school. 
When [I arrived there 1 found some fifty of 
them on the play-ground in the rear of the 
main building playing ball and engaged in 
other sports. 
with Dr. Scouller, the Superintendent, whom 
I met for the first time. He moved around 
among the boys like a father among his chil- 
dren, now putting his hand on the head of 
one, then patting another on the shoulder, 
speaking a kind word to all. I learued from 
private conversation with some of the boys 
that they all like him, and most of them look 
upon him as a friend and protector rather 
than as a taskmaker set over them.” 

„What are the boys required to do?“ 

“The boys are required to attend school 
four hours each day except. Sundays, and 
work six. On Sunday they attend Sunday- 
school and have regular exercises in the 
wary 
* What is the nature of the work?“ 

“They raise on the farm, which comprises 
about 270 acres, all the vegetables they re- 
quire for their oon use, and this year they 
have feasted on melons, the crop being 
abundant. The dinner hour was over before 
1 arrived, but I was shown and ate at my 
own dinner bread of the same quality as 
that furnished the boys, and, while it was 
not made from flour of the best quality 
kuown in the market, it was nevertheless 
good wholesqme bread, much better I appre- 
hend than many of the boys were accus- 
tomed to reéeive before coming there. In 
the workshop I found from fifty to a 
hundred boys engaged in making a cheap 
ind of women’s shoes. The same kind 

fmachinery ordinarily found in shoe fac- 
tories was being used, and the boys did all 
the work, from cutting out the upper from 
the skins to polishing the edges and bottom 
of the shoe, before packing for shipment.“ 
“po THEY LEARN THE BUSINESS?’ 

„Some of them have become very pro- 
ficient in the business, and will have no diffi- 
culty when their term expires in finding posi- 
tions where they can earn from $10 to $15 per 
week. 

What is the nature of the discipline?“ 

“A short distance from the main building 
there isa brick structure that looks very 
much like a large boarding-house. This, 1 
believe, they call the fanily-house, and it is 
in fact occupied by a family of about thirty 
of the best boys in the institation, who eat, 
sleep, and attend school in this building, 
being separated and removed from the other 
boys in the school, save when at work or in 
attendance upou chapel exer¢ises, ete. They 
are under the charge of a jeacher, and vir- 
tually govern themselves; the object being to 
make them ‘self-reliant, and to relieve them 
as far as possible from é@verything that 
has the appearauce of prison discipline. 
The djning-rpom in this building has the ap- 

ardmece of a dinmg-room in any ordinary 
10tel, and each boy has a. small sleeping- 
room to himself, with bed, chairs, and such 
books as he tlesires,’’ 

Do these favored boysappear satisfied?“ 

* Although there is no serious obstacle 
prevent any member of this family from es- 
caping any evening he may choose to walk 
out of the building and climb over thé fence 
in the rear, yet so well are theysatisfied with 
their quarters that only one has attempted to 
escape in a number of years. The Superin- 
tendent informed me that this is the only 
family building of the kludi in the country 
and from what I saw of it and was told i 
think it mueh to be commended.” ; 

As to their personal habits?” 

All the boys are requiredto take a plunge- 
bath in a mammoth bath-tub or cistern twice 
a week. While there I wituessed some fifty 
of them bathe, and there is one feature of the 
bathing arrangement that is worthy of note. 
An iron pipe raised about four feet from the 
floor extends through a long room on the 
first floor of the workshop. This pipe is 
pierced with small holes 6n the under side 
about every two feet, and as the water is 
forced through the pipe it escapes through 
these openings into a small trough on the 
floor, which carries it off. There is a rack 
for soap, towels, ete., above, and the boys 
having first removed their- shirts, keeping 
their trousers on, are required to form in 
line along this pipe and thoroughly wash 
their ears, head, and neck before entering 
the next room for the plunge-bath. By thus 
using these jets of running water no boy 
washes from the same water or same basin, 
for no basins are used, and thus all danger 
from skin and other diseases is avoided. The 
water in the mammoth bath-tub is warmed 
by steam.“ 

“HAVE FOU ANY SUGGESTIONS TO OFFER?” 

“The dormitory or sleeping apartment in 
the main building is not what it should be. 
The beds are crowded together, with no 
space between them, and the boys are obliged 
to get into the most of them over the foot or 
head. The Superintendent informed me that 
they considered themselves crowded when 
they had 200 boys. They now have 250, and 
really have no place for mem to sleep—that 
is, no suitable place. ‘The Legislature at its 


pers session ought to make the necessary ap- 
; 


ropriation for the construction of additional 
sleeping apartments, for it is likely that the 
numbers in this school will increase rather 
than decrease. In the reading-room I found 
most of the Chicago papers, secular and re- 
ligious, also St. Nicholus, Harper’s Weekly, 
Frank Lestie, and other illustrated sheets. 
Also checker-boards, checkersand chessmen. 
‘The schoolrooms are light and airy, and com- 
prise the pleasantest portion of the buildin 
There are blackboards around the room, — 
the windows are decorated with vines, plants 
and cagespof birds. Among other things 1 
observed a clock-dial with w oden hands 
used in teaching the boys howto tell the 
time of * for many of them can neither 
read nor teil the hour from a clock or watch 
when they ‘first arrive.” 

Do they wear uniforms ?” 

They wear no uniform, and so far as I 
was able fo judge wre ciean, healthy, com- 
fortably clad, and contented,” 

“Where do the boys come from?“ 

About one-fgurth of them come from 
Chicago, ahd 1 fiel confidegt that a majority 
of them are much better dared for and are 
surrounded by much better influences than 
they ever were before. Of the scores that are 
yearly sent to the penitentiary there is little 
hope that a majority of them will ever reform. 
Of these boys there is great hope thal a very 
large majority of them will grow up to be 
honest, industrious ¢itizeds. The Superin- 
tendent informed me that only about 12 per 
cent of those who leave the school so far as 
the authorities are able to ascertain ever get 
Into trouble. Concerning a great many of 
them nothing is ever heard after they leave 
the school, the presumption being that they 
are leading honest, respectable lives and de- 
sire to conceal the fact that they have been 
in the Reform School. The boy who goes out 
and commits a crime again is at once brought 
to public notice.”’ 

In brief, how do you regard institution 

“From what I saw and was told my judg- 
ment is that the institution is well governed, 
the boys well trained and dared for, and it is 
to be regretted that many of the idle, vagrant 
boys now roaming about the city exposed to 
all sorts of temptations, sleeping under side- 
walks and living nobody khows how, cannot 
be sent there without first being required to 
commitacrime. There ought to be a public 
institution of this character having a differ- 
ent name, where such boys can be sent for a
